Tne Tragedy of Richard the Third was repeated at this Theatre 
yesterday evening ; when Kean went throngh the part of the Duke of 
Gloster, with as much spirit and effect, as in his most vigorous days, 
To particularize the beauties of his performance would be a work of 
complete supererogation, for how féw there are who have not wit- 
nessed it. After the Tragedy, the new Pantomime ealled Jack in the 
Bow was performed, to the great delight of a numerous auditority.

Murpny’s Tragedy of The Grecian Daughter was revived at this 
Theatre last night, cast with all the tragic strength of the establish- 
ment. Since the retiremeot of Mrs.Siddons, this Play as been searcely 
ever acted, as, with her, the Grecian heroine, and Roman matron, 
quitted the English stage. It was performed one night in June 1816, 
when Miss O’Neil, with all her talent and popularity, completely failed 
in thecharacter of Euphrasia, and we do not recollect that it has been 
performed on the London boars from that time, nntill yesterday even= 
ing. Its present revival was for the sole purpose of exhibiting Miss 
Fanny Kemble as the heroine, and she has earned fresh laurels by her 
talented performance. Her conception of the part of Euphrasia was 
original and correct ; her general exeeution spirited and clever ; while 
she impafted to certain scenes and passages an energy and depth of 
passion which we should in vain look for from any other actress on the 
stage. In the first act where J/elanthon, after having unfolded to her, 
her father’s danger, implores her to moderate her zeal; her ‘reply 
“This arm shall do a deed, for heaven and earth. for men and gods, to 
wonder at,”’ was given so heautifully as to wall forth the most-entha- 
siastic applause. Her first interview with Erander wus admirably 
acted, and ber agony when she believes him to be expiring, was natural 
and highly affecting. In the fourth act, when the tyrant Dionysius of- 
fers to protect her son, and make him beir to the crown, the look of 
indignant scorn she cast upon him, and the tone in which she uttered 
* From thee, the crown: from thee !” was owe of the finest things we 
have witnessed for a long tlme, aud recalled most forcibly the memory 
of her inimitable aunt. 


She was equaily happy in the last scene, where she* throws herself 
between the tyrant and.ber father; and we were much pleased by the 
manner in which she veiled her features from the contemplation of the 
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death hangs of Dionysius, after she had dealt the fatal blow. She 
may basaid to have achieved another triumph; as her succe8s was 
complete, and the applanse.commensarate with her merit. She was 
very well dressed, and looked batter: thau in either of her previous 
characters. C Kemble, thongh preserving with care the semblance of 
old age, was highly impressive as Evander, and Warde was excellent 
as Philotas. Benvett we did not like at all as Dionysius, though he 
ovcasionally made a great noise, hé was always indistinct. ‘The subor- 
dinate parts were respectably filled, and the play, altogether, was got 
up with great care, All the scenery was appropriate, and some of it 
new, and beautifully painted. ‘The Tragedy was announced for repe- 
tition on Monday next, by Mr. C. Kemble, amidst loud cheers. The 
Pantomime was the afterpiece. ‘The house was crowded in every 
part. 

Mr. J. Isaacs’s Benefit, at the Hay-market Theatre, last night, was, 
weare happy to say, a complete bumper.
